Emile de Girardin is to be Minister of 
War, with a staff of printers’ devils out of the Garde 
Mobile ! and Monsieur Chatpoudre, head waiter at the 
Hotel des Trente-Heures, is to be Governor of the 
Bank of France!!” One ought to feel almost repaid 
for these social disruptions by the opportunity of 
secing onc of the most magnificent sights in the world 
—an army of 220,000 men, bayonets bristling, en 
muasse, and glittering inthe sun! Just give a hint of 
this to those of your friends who are special constables, 
and show them the advantage of becoming soldiers for 
the nonce. In spite of the ridicule that has been 
thrown upon them by the worsted Chartists, I have no 
doubt they would be as fine a body of men, take them 
for all in all, as any in Europe.

CHLOROFORM IN HYDROPHOBIA. 

In yesterday’ 8 Times an account of a case of hydro- 
phobia is extracted from the Baltimore Clipper, 
United States, which in its turn takes it from the 
Free Press, Dreadful as the symptoms of this 
malady always are, we think we do not remember 
to have seen a case parallel to this. Nine weeks 
before his death Mr, Tayman was bitten by a little 
dog; the wound healed and he thought no more of 
it. Eight weeks after this he was seized by sudden 
pain in the scar of the wound, which “shot like 
lightning up his arm to his shoulder, and thence 
through his breast.’’ The account then states :— 

“The part which had been wounded continued to 
feel uneasy, and perhaps to inflame; the patient 
became anxious, drowsy, melancholy, and prone to 
anger, and complained of everything around him, 
His slumbers, when he could sleep, which was hardly 
at all, were disturbed with convulsive agitations, his 
countenance frequently put on the appearance of the 
deepest sorrow, his face became pale and contracted, 
sweat broke out from his tem les, followed at leng th 
by an unusual flow of saliva from his mouth, aid? b 
constant tremour and convulsions of the nerves an 
tendons, Now all sleep was intermitted, watchfulness 
became constant and intense, delirium seized the 
brain; and, finally, the ague pavor, or dread of water 
(which i in fallibly fixes the disease as incurable), showed 
itself by horrible shudderings whenever anything 
liquid came within his view. In his worst condition 
there appeared,intervals of reason, during which he 
would talk sensibly of his condition, and warn his 
friends to beware of him-——-a warning very necessary, 
and the neglect of which nearly proved fatal to our 
worthy fellow-citizen, the Rev, William Fort, whose 
throat was for a short time in the convulsive grasp of 
the maniac, but was soon providentially released by 
the interposition of persons from the great crowd 
which surrounded the house, who at that moment 
entered the room, During the violence of the attack 
ether was administered, which prostrated his energies 
and caused him to fall; and in falling he inhaled it a 
second time, for the purpose, as he subsequently 
stated, of producing death, On recovering from the 
effects of the ether, ae agonies increased and beggared 
description ; and, unfortunately, he became impressed 
with the idea that the ether increased his misery, 
which, it is believed, was not the case. His best 
friends he now considered his enemies, having in their 
possession a portion of subtle poison, On the fifth 
day of the attack chloroform was administered, which 
rendered him insensible for ten minutes, Convulsions 
succeeded, which became so violent as to render it 
necessary to manacle the limbs of the patient. The 
chloroform was a second time administered, and for 
a while seemed wholly powerless; at length it took 
effect, the unhappy man fell back insensible, made 
three ‘attempts at respiration, and died.” 


Now we think that this was hardly the time for 
an experiment with chloroform or ether. We can- 
not see what probability could induce the tamper- 
ing with a patient in a condition so awful. We 
have not heard that any medical men in this 
country or elsewhere have held out hopes that the 
exhibition of either of those agents would be pro- 
ductive of the slightest advantage i in hydrophobia; 
and we cannot understand the propriety of their 
employment, Ifitis necessary to experimentalize— 
and we are ready to grant that many prejudices 
should be overcome for the hope of discovering a 
remedy for this awful infliction—other occasions 


should be found than the last agonized hours of a 
fellow-creature,

A gentleman who was crossing the bridge on the 
opposite side observed the whole occurrence at only a 
few paces’ distance, but so rapidly did the unfortunate 
man effect his purpose that it was found impossible to 
render him any assistance. Happily a waterman was 
passing through the bridge in a small boat at the 
moment the unfortunate man entered the water, and, 
with a presence of mind which does him the highest 
credit, ie immediately pulled towards him, and with 
some difficulty at length succeeded in eat him into 
his boat, The poor man was taken ashore at the Strand- 
lane-stairs, and thence conveyed to King’s College 
Hospital, where he received all the attention his case 
required ‘from Mr. Burton, the house-surgeon of that 
institution, We understand the chief injury he has 
sustained is the shock to his system from having fallen 
flat upon the surface of the water. There can be no 
doubt that the veteran agitator had contemplated the 
rash act for some hours, at least, as he had been occu- 
pied during the chief part of the day in writing letters 
at Peele’s Coffee-house, an establishment he was in 
the habit of occasionally frequenting. Within his cap, 
which, as above stated, he placed on the bridge before 
he threw himself over, was a small piece of paper sealed 
to the lining with black wax, on which was written— 
‘Tom Steele, county of Clare, Ireland.’ ”’

In the House of Lords, on Monday, the Earl of Elen-

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THE REPUBLIC OF FRANCE. 


We had hoped to include the. events in France 
among the less momentous events on the Continent in 
our Foreign Summary; but that country appears 
doomed to undergo much continued agitation, No 
wonder there are such frequent emigrations, for it 
becomes nothing less than a social curse to “live in 
the midst of alarms,” 

The contents of the Paris journals and private let- 
ters of Sunday referred in an especial manner to the 
elections, The public mind and the attention of the 
clubs were absorbed by the same momentous question. 
Men and writers of all parties seemed unanimously 
of opinion that there existed a chance that the forth- 
coming Assembly would not be ultra-republican, and 
hence the fears of all that popular convulsions would 
ensue, 

It appears that, in consequence of a notice which ap- 

pared. th the journals, a meeting of operatives assem. 

led on Sunday in the Champ de Mars, for the 
professed purpose of electing certain officers of the 
état-major of the National Guard. This, however, 
was only a pretext with some although others were 
the dupes of it, and a proceeding directed against a 
part of the members of the Provisional Government 
was designed, This impression 
was circulated throughout Paris, The Government 
ordered the sominanders of the National Guard to call 
that body under arms, At noon the ra pel was beaten, 
and within an hour, as if by magic, 100-000 men were 
under arms, All the Feat squares and places bristled 
with bayonets, The Place de la Concorde was literally 
covered with troops, horse and foot, ‘The square 
facing the I{dtel de Ville was similarly filled. Ever 
room in that building was suddenly filled with guards, 
Cannon were pointed from all its oors, and it became 
impregnable. The entire line of quays on the north 
side of the river, from the Hotel de Ville to the Place 
dela Concorde, presented one dense mass of armed 
citizens, The extensive area between the Tuileries 
and the Louvre was completely filled by the Guard 
Mobile. The various legions of the Guard National 
at the same time filled the Place de la Madeleine, the 
Place de la Bourse, the Place du Palais Royal, and, 
in short, all the places of ordinary rendezvous through- 
. out the capital, 

Another hour had not elapsed before this immense 
army was reinforced by thousands of National Guards 
from the “ banlieue,” which poured in through all the 
barriers ; and, in fine, Paris, tranquil in the forenoon, 
and little expecting such a spectacle, presented the 
astonishing aspect of 200,000 men ful y armed and 
ready for a combat. Ball-cartridges were distributed 
atthe Iétel de Ville, the mairies, and other usual 
depéts. 

n passing through these great armed assemblies 
the cries which were everywhere heard indicated a 
unanimous feeling in favour of that portion of the Go- 
vernment against which it was rumoured an attack 
had been intended. ‘ Vive Lamartine !” Was every- 
where repeated, and “ Vive la Republique!” was in- 
variably followed by “ A bas les Communistes |” 

The attitude and manifest sentiments of the Na- 
tional Guard and the Guard Mobile have crushed the 
plot, without a blow bein struck, <A body of opera- 
tives, variously estimate » but probably not exceed- 
ing 25,000, marched, at about two o’clock, from the 
Champ de Mars and the Champs Elysées along the 
quays towards the Hdtel de Ville, 

When the head of the column arrived at the Bridge 
of Arcola, their further progress was rendered im- 
possible by the dense mags oF National Guards they 
there encountered, They then demanded that a de- 

utation should be allowed to proceed tothe Hotel de 
Ville to the Provisional Government, They repeated 
again and again that they had only assembled to name 
their officers of the état-major, whom they desired to 
present, The deputation was accordingly admitted 
and the main bo y filed off. Nothing could exceec 
the admirable spirit of tranquil firmness which marked 
the conduct and manner of the National Guard, 

When the Guard Mobile mustered in the Place du 
Carrousel, General Duvivier, their commander, sur- 
rounded by his staff as he passed them in review, 
addressed to each battalion such questions as these : 
“ Volunteers, have you the courage of republicans ? 
You have promised to be faithful tome ; can T depend 
on you?” “ The Provisional Government is threatened,

Extraordinary precaution was taken at the Ministry 
of the Interior. Two companies of National Guards 
Mobile were stationed in the rincipal court of the 
hotel. All was arranged to resist a coup-de-main. 

It is to be hoped there will be no future troubles: 
but the struggle has commenced between the two 
opposing principles represented in the Provisional 
Government by M. Lamartine and M. Ledru-Rollin ; 
and it becomes absolutely necessary that one or other 
minister should withdraw, . 

The monster-power—the workmen—have seen their 
aims at once crumbled into dust! Not only did Sun- 
day pass over without bloodshed, but the unanimity, 
the zeal, and the enthusiasm of the National Guard 
were exceeded by those of the National Guards Mobiles, 
both amounting to 220,000 men. The affair was con- 
clusive, and the utmost joy and confidence pervaded 
Paris in consequence. 

Great continued alarm was re-excited in Paris 
on Tuesday. The rappel was beaten at day-break, 
and the National Guards were everywhere under 
arms, The Boulevards and all the principal streets 
were lined with guards, who were addressed by the 
Beneral officer in command. There were repeated 
acclamations in favour of the Government, and various 
Tumours were afloat as to the cause of the movement, 
Ball-cartridges were distributed to the guards, It was 
expected that an attack would be made upon the Com- 
munists. There was a report that the populace in. 
tended to resist the entrance of the regular troops 
who had been ordered into Paris: There can be no 
doubt that the Government had called out the National 
Guard for the protection of the regular troops in 
entering, and had appealed to them to maintain order, 

any of the Communist party have been arrested, and 
the Provisional Government is acting with the utmost 
vigour. The whole of the National Guard, including 
those of the Banlieu, were finally under arms. The

Be- 
tween twelve and one o’clock the niece heard a noise, 
and she aroused her aunt, and shortly after their bed- 
room was forced open, and some men demanded their 
money or their lives, Mrs. Boorman said she had no 
money. The men then said money they would have. 
Mrs. Simmons, being much frightened, said there was 
a little money in one of the drawers, and they should 
have it, but begged of them not to hurt any one. The 
men, not being able to find it, obliged Mrs, Simmons 
to get out of bed and find it for them, and they had 
£7. 10s. in gold, and some silver. They then entered Mr. 
Thorp’s bedroom and demanded his money, and, after 
binding his arms and legs with a rope, they ransacked 
his room, whilst two men stood over him with black 
crape over their faces, each haying a lighted candle 
and a hammer and a pistol in their hands. After 
being in the room for ten minutes they left and went 
down stairs, where others of the gang were plundering 
the lower rooms. As soon as daylight appeared Mrs. 
Simmons went down stairs, and found the door 
leading into the orchard open; and, on examining the 
house, she found, besides the money, that they took 
four gowns, three satinettes, and one Polin silk dress 
and five large shawls, the silver case of a corkscrew, 
silver knife, silver punch-ladle, with a sovereign at 
the bottom; a box of foreign coins, a gun, a watch, 
and numerous articles; also aneck of pork, undressed. 
They effected the entrance by placing a_field-gate 
immediately under the bedroom window facing Mr, 
Thorp’s room. Information of this robbery was given 
at the various police stations, and to the constables in 
the immediate district; and, as the seven prisoners 
were seen at a public-house together that night 
in the immediate neighbourhood, suspicion fell upon 
them, and ¢ach was taken with property, which was 
identified, in his possession, The evidence being so 
clear against all the prisoners, the magistrates _com- 
mitted the whole of them for trial at the next Maid- 
stone assizes, ‘The court during the whole time was 
densely crowded, owing to the number of burglaries 
that have been committed for the last two months. 


DreapruL CaTastropHE. — The practice, 
unfortunately too prevalent, of frequenting limekilns 
was attended with a dreadful result in this city a few 
days since. About noon a labourer, named Charles 
Tyler, came to one of the limekilns near the docks to 
dry his clothes, which had been wetted by the rain 
while he was at work in the neighbourhood, William 
Williams, the limeburner, having exchanged a few 
words with him, went home to dinner, and on return- 
ing, in about half an hour, discovered the deceased 
lying in the kiln, literally roasting in the fire. The 
spectacle is described as most horrible. Nota vestige 
of clothing remained unconsumed, the face had become 
ashes, and the miserable remains of the deceased 
resembled more a charred and blackened log of wood 
than a human form which had lived only a few minutes 
before,— Gloucester Chronicle. 

Arrempr to Murprer a Famity.—On 
Saturday last the metropolitan police received infor- 
mation of an attempt made at Wigan to destroy the 
lives of William Stopford and his family by an explo- 
sion of gunpowder, It appears that Stopford resides 
in a small house near the Star Inn, and withina 
hundred feet of the North Union railway station. A 
few days ago a turn-out of the hands at one of the col- 
lieries at Standish took place. Stopford was employed 
by the owners to make arrangements with some of the 
men as to their resuming work. This proceeding gave 
offence to most of the men, and they were not slow in 
saying that they would one day pay him out for not 
joining the ranks of the disaffected. Shortly after 
midnight, about the middle of last week, a number of 
persons were observed standing round Stopford’s resi- 
dence, and soon after they had left a terrific explosion 
occurred, which forced che roof partly off and lifted 
the floorings. Fortunately the whole of the inmates 
escaped. Upon making an examination it was found 
that one of the squares of glass had been removed 
from the lower window, and a glass vessel, filled with 
gunpowder, had been placed in the parlour, from 
which a train of powder had extended a considerable 
distance. The latter was then fired. A reward is 
offered for the apprehension of the guilty parties.

stirring theme could not have been chosen. Of this 
structure many of the stone arches, which Peter of 
Colechurch erected six hundred years ago, and upon 
which a Chaucer, a Shakspere, and a Milton had often 
walked, were the same over which the present genera- 
tion passed so frequently (and so listlessly) up to 
1831! Soon after the first stone bridge had been 
finished, in 1209, shops began to be built upon it—and 
upon them other apartments, story upon story, until 
stupendous structures arose and overhung the river on 
either side of the bridge, in 
fearful grandeur, in many 
instances completely hid- 
ing the arches; this brings 
us to regard the bridge in 
a mercantile point of view ; 
for, like the Rialto of Ve- 
nice, it now became a spot 
“where merchants most 
did congregate.” The arts, 
too, here found a home, for 
it was upon this bridge the 
eminent marine painter, 
Peter Monamy, resided, as 
did also Dominic Serres ; 
and that still more cele- 
brated artist, the great 
Hans Holbein, fixed his 
studio in an attic on Old 
London Bridge. The lover 
of gaudy pageantry and 
gilded show has but to look 
back upon the triumphant 
return of Henry V. from 
the field of Agincourt—of 
Henry VI. after his coro- 
nation at Paris-—-upon the 
costly pageant of ‘ St. 
Katharine and St. Ursula, 
with many Virgins,” which 
was here exhibited in ho- 
nour of the arrival of 


Katharine of Arragon, 
to be espoused by her 
first husband, the 
oung Prince Arthur 
—or, lastly, upon the 
haughty Wolsey, ashe, 
with his train of twelve 
hundred lords and gen- 
tlemen, caparisoned in 
velvet and in gold, his 
massive silver crosses 
and his priests, his 
sumpter mules and 
guards, with bows and 
spears, passed over the 
bridge on his embassy 
to France. What asso- 
ciations—and how un- 
heeded! A beautifully- 
executed lithograph of 
the bridge, in its palmy 
days of Gothic and chi- 
valric splendour, will 
accompany the first 
number. It is near 
three feet in length, 
and would form a most 
interesting framed em- 
bellishment. 


Mrs. J. QuINcY 
Apams.—Mrs. Adams 
was born in England 
on the 11th of Febru- 
ary, 1775. She was the 
daughter of Joshua 
Johnson, a Maryland 
gentleman, who went 
from America to Lon- 
don, where he became 
eminent as a merchant. 
During the war he left 
England for France, 
where he acted as the 
commercial agent of 
this country, and returned upon the ratification of 
the treaty of peace. Mr. Adams found his future 
wife in London, when acting under a commission 
conferred upon him by General Washington, in 
1794, for exchanging the ratifications made under 
the treaty of November of that year. Mrs, Adams 
was married at All Hallows Church, London, on 
the 26th of June, 1797, and followed her husband 
to Prussia, where Mr. Adams was presented as the 
first American minister from the United States. Her 
next theatre of service was Washington, and after

MADEMOISELLE SCHWARTZ, 

At her Majesty’s Theatre ‘ Lucrezia Borgia” was 
performed on Saturday evening, for the début of the 
new contralto, in the character of Orsini. This lady 
is a German, and comes from Berlin, Her performance 
was eminently successful. Her appearance in the first 
scene of the opera, among the group of youthful Ve- 
netian nobles, created an instant impression in her 
favour. Young and handsome, with anintelligent, in- 
genuous countenance, a graceful figure, set off by a 
tasteful attire and a pleasing air, she looked to admi- 
ration the gay and gallant cavalier, She showed much 
timidity, of which, notwithstanding her cordial recep- 
tion, she did not entirely get rid during the whole 
evening; its remains betrayed themselves to the last 
in atremulousness of voice, which, however, did not 
much impair its beauty. Its extraordinary qualities 
were immediately perceived in the air, “ Nella fata 
di Rimini,’’ in which Orsini relates the portentous 
prophecy ; and then was heard a truly glorious con- 
tralto, deep, round, and mellow, produced and sus- 
tained with that perfect smoothness which results 
from consummate art. The clearness of her elocu- 
tion as well as her tenderness and feeling were equally 
remarkable. Her great triumph was the anacreontic, 
sung by Orsini, at the fatal banquet, ‘“ I segreto per 
esser felice,”’ the gaiety of which contrasts so strangely 
with the horror of the situation. Here she fellin no 
respect short of Alboni, either in the beauty and 
spirit of her execution, or in the effect produced. The 
theatre rang with acclamations ; and, when she had 
repeated it, a renewal of plaudits called for ita third 
time. Mlle. Schwartz is evidently an acquisition of 
the highest value, and cannot fail to contribute essen- 
tially to the success of any opera which contains a 
contralto part of importance. 


GRAND CONCERT AT HER MAJESTY’S 
THEATRE. 

The first grand concert took place on Monday night, 
at which M. Thalberg performed several of his most 
popular pianoforte pieces. The concert commenced 
with a selection of the ‘ Stabat Mater,” supported by 
Lablache, Gardoni, Belletti, Mlles. Vera, Schwartz, 
and Cruvelli. Gardoni sang ‘ Cujus animam;’’ and 
Belletti, in the ‘* Pro peccatis,” gave renewed proofs of 
power; while the voice of Lablache in its magnificent 
sonority was heard over every other! Mlle, Cruvelli 
sang the ‘‘Inflammatus” finely, and was recalled. 
The choruses were executed with precision; and 
Mendelssohn’s grand symphony in A minor was a 
triumph for Balfe. Coletti was greatly applauded; and 
Mlle. Schwartz, free from the embarrassment of a first 
night, quite revelled in the mellow tones of ‘her admi- 
rable voice. Respecting Thalberg, we quote a great 
authority :—‘* Thalberg performed Beethoven’s grand 
concerto in C minor superbly; the brilliancy of the 
execution was only equalled by the admirable reading 
and true delicacy with which every shade of feeling of 
this fine work was reflected.”’ Upon being encored in 
his fantasia on subjects from ‘* Massaniello,’”’ the 
gifted pianist substituted ‘‘ God save the Queen.” 

A second grand miscellaneous concert was given on 
Wednesday morning. <A concerto of Beethoven’s, 
magnificently played by Thalberg, concluded the first 
part of the entertainment. In part the second, Mlle. 
Schwartz was applauded to the echo in the song from 
‘* Mercadante,” ‘* Ah s’estinto.”’ The third§part con- 
cluded with the superb chorus, ‘ Scenda amor.”

The corsage, worn 
close during the winter, may, a8 
the weather becomes milder, be 
worn open, with lappels edged 
with gimp or braid, displaying 
the shirt, which should have 4 
falling collar, with a row of 
needlework above the hem.

Boys beyond the age for which 
the dress above described is suit- 
able may wear a jacket of co- 
loured coutil, cashmere, or thin 
‘loth, It should be made with 
square basques, and trimmed 
with braid. Though made to 
button up the front, yet the jacket 
is sufficiently open to display a 
white waistcoat which should be 
worn under it. The shirt collar 
should be finished by two narrow 
frills of cambric, either small plait- 
ed or fluted on the Italian iron, 
and supported by a small colour- 
ed silk handkerchief or necktie. 
‘The trousers may be of the same 
material as the jacket, or of nan- 
kin, and they should be rather 
wide at the ends, Boots of lasting, 
tipped with glazed leather. Cap 
of the helmet form of Dunstable 
or Tuscan straw: the peak and 
band of green narrow or any dark- 
coloured velvet.

tied at the back of the waist. As the warm wea- 
ther advances these. pardessus will be made in 
lacé silk of light shades, or of worked muslin, 
fied with pink or lilac sarsnet. 

For children in arms or just beginning to walk, 
the whole luxury of dress is confined to lace and 
needlework, Long robes are made of jaconnot or 
French cambric, ornamented at the sides with 
needlework, and in front with horizontal rows of 
the same en tablier, Caps are composed wholly of 
needlework, or of work intermingled with Valen- 
ciennes insertion. The borders are of Valenciennes, 
and loops of narrow satin ribbon, For outdoors,

ee nane 

__ the line which separates professional attendance 
in cases of infantile debility, and domestic medi- 
cine proper to the nursery, is very fine and mothers 
cannot be too careful how they pass beyond purely 
Constitutional treatment without proper advice, 
We have all along restricted ourselves to considera- 
tions upon the causes of diseases among children, 
which arise in a great measure from the negligence 
or ignorance of nurses, and, if we have ventured 
upon recommendations to remedy such fearful 
sources of mortality, diet and a certain disci- 
pline to be attended to, have been the forms in 
Which our suggestions have been proposed to be 
carried out. It will be the same with regard to 
the subject of the present paper, the rickets, and 
which we have selected as being calculated to be 
much alleviated by proper care and attention on the 
part of parents and nurses, ‘This disease, which is 
generally born with the infant, is a species of 
serofula affecting all the large joints of the body. 
It occasions much deformity, especially when the 
spinal column is attacked, and always more or 
less enlargement of the joints in which it may be 
seated, In some infants the breastbone becomes 
depressed, so that respiration is rendered very 
laborious; whilst in others the ribs on each side 
appear pressed in, protruding the breastbone, and 
forming what is called pigeon or chicken breasted, 
It is encouraging, however, to know that man 
children known in early life to have been much 
deformed from the rickets have, in the course of 
time, by proper care and treatment, recovered 
their perfect symmetry, 

The general characteristic of infants affected 
with rickets is extreme debility, They are un- 
equal to great exertion, and the lively restlessness 
of their age is never exhibited. If placed upon 
the feet they sink to the ground, and the spare 
limbs contrasted with the enlarged joints, suffi- 
ciently indicate the relaxation in the system 
which occasions the evil, In some cases the ap- 
petite is considerably increased, the child taking 
two or three times the quantity of food really re- 
quired, Neither is the sleep much affected, except 
where the bones of the chest are involved in the 
disease, when the interference with respiration 
frequently disturbs the slumbers of the child 
causing it to start up and cry without any appa. 
rent cause, Nickets may be said to be peculiarly 
a disease of towns, and appears to be the roe 
which serofula assumes in crowded, damp, and ill.

A SUITOR IN CEENGEEY RAISING THE 
WIND. 

At Lambeth Mrs. Mary Rowley, a fashionably- 
dressed, middle-aged female, of very plausible manners 
and address, was placed at the felons’ bar before Mr. 
Norton, on a charge of being concerned with her son, 
who is at present in custody for swindling several 
straggling tradesmen and lodging-house - keepers. 
From the evidence it appeared that the husband of 
the prisoner had been tried at the late Old Bailey

ceived in the way of subscription, in her pocket. The 
prisoner persisted in saying she was entitled to a pro- 
perty of £480 per annum, and was ultimately ordered

The Polytechnic Institution has been reopened, 
after having undergone considerable improvement 
and extension, The erection of a new theatre, 
offering increased facilities for prosecuting micro- 
SCopic research upon a broader scale than ever, is 
certainly a very valuable acquisition to the estab- 
lishment, But this is not all, The addition of a 
number of objects of decorative art, selected with 
care and judgment, gives an elegant and pic- 
turesque character to the whole, and renders the 
exhibition pleasing even to those who are unable 
or not disposed to enter into the mysteries of 
science and the wonders of machinery, An entire 
apartment over the theatre has been devoted to 
the industrial arts and manufacture; besides 
which, numberless other examples are scattered 
in various parts of the building, some arranged in 
cases, and others holding isolated situations at in- 
tervals with such subjects as may more properly 
be classified among scientific inventions and per- 
formances, These additions effect a brilliancy 
which the institution never before possessed ; 
they render the exhibition attractive to a greater 
number of individuals than ever; and, above all, 
they are displayed in a manner truly practical ; 


thus combining elegance and utility, pleasure and

information, cannot be unat- 
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tended with beneficial results, 
sion is taking place in the art of design, every 
assemblage like the present is corroborative evi- 
dence ; and that there is every hope for the future, 
may be equally inferred.
